An Act to supplement the Jammu and Kashmir Representation 
of the People Act, 1957. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Nineteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows-— 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Jammu and Kashmir Represen¬ 
tation of the People (Supplementary) Act, 1968. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come Into force on the 9th day of 
February, 1968
